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DETAILED ACTION 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

1. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

2. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Yoshikawa et al (US 
Patent 5816215). See Figs. 2 -4. Note that in Fig. 4, the spray of the injector is angled with 
respect to the axis of the injector accommodating hole. 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed 12/10/2004 have been fiilly considered but they are not 
persuasive. In particular, applicant argues that the newly presented claim 20, differs fi-om 
Yoshikawa et al, in that Yoshikawa et al does not inject fiiel in a direction that is inclined relative 
to the axis of the injector accommodating hole. It is unclear to the examiner, how this can be, 
since fi-om Fig. 4 of Yoshikawa et al, one can see that the spray angle of the fiiel spray is incUned 
relative to the axis of the injector acconraiodating hole (80). For this reason claim 20 is rejected 
as above.
